37. (Currently amended) A computer-implemented method, for providing a 
pricing hint to a participant bidder using a computer with on on-line capability to 
participate in during on on-line auction, comprising: 

loading a bid advisor program into a memory of the computer, the bid advisor 
program containing a plurality of instructions adopted to cause the computer to 
perform steps comprising: 

providing to a bidd e r, who is participating in th e on l in e auction and who is 
bidding on a on it e m in th e on l in e auction using a comput e r with on th e on -l in e 
capabi l ity, th e pricing hint by p e rforming th e st e ps of: 

responsive to the bidder acc e ssing a bid advisor program on th e comput e r 
and indicating that the bidder wonts a pricing hint, causing th e comput e r to qu e ry 
querying the bidder to select a type of pricing hint; 

responsive to the bidder selecting the type of pricing hint, causing th e 
comput e r to acc e ss accessing a database in accordance with the type of pricing hint, 
d e t e rmin e determining the pricing hint, and disp l ay displaying the pricing hint to the 
bidder on the computer; and 
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responsive to tine bidder selecting the pricing hint to be the bid, automatically 
placing the bid by the computer in the on-line auction; 

wherein when the bidder selects a historical pricing hint as the type of pricing 
hint, the database is a historical price database, and the computer identifies, in the 
historical price database, a historical price paid of on earlier dote for a historical price 
database product most closely matching the item, and displays the historical price on 
the client computer as the pricing hint; 

wherein when the bidder selects a market value pricing hint as the type of 
pricing hint, the database is a market value database, and the computer identifies in 
the market value database a market value database product in the market value 
database that is a closest match to the item, and displays the market value of the 
closest match on the client computer as the pricing hint; and 

wherein when the bidder selects a current offering pricing hint as the type of 
pricing hint, the database is a current offerings database, and the computer identifies, 
in the current offerings database, a retail value of which the item is currently being 
publicly offered for sole, and displays the retail value on the client computer as the 
pricing hint.
